sist on charging three cents per ton per 
mile for carrying the coal from the mines 
to the city, when the law amending the 
charter of the Cumberland and Pentisyl- 
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vania Railroad Company only allows 
them to charge one and a half cents per 
ton per mile, 

This exorbitant charge the other coal 
companies are unable to pay, and conse- 
quently most of the coal by railroad and 
canal is shipped by the Consolidation 
Coal Company, who own about thirteen 
millions of property, and who are now 
monopolizing the whole coal trade of 
Western Maryland. : 

The Attorney General of the State 
has lately filed a petition in the Chan- 
cery Court of Alleghany county against 
the Consolidation Coal Company, which 
will soon be heard before the Hon. Geo. 
A. Plane, one of the Associate: Judges 
of this Judicial Circuit. The petition 
as filed by Attorney General Charles J. 
M. Gwinn, charges, '"That the several 
acts done and committed by the Consol- 
idation Coal Company do each and sev- 
erally constitute an abuse of the corpor- 
ate powers and franchises of the said 
company, and prays the Court, for the 
causes aforesaid, to decree a forfeiture of 
the charter, corporate powers and fran- 
chises of the said Consolidation Coal 
Company, and give your petitioner such 
relief as the case may require." He 
also charges that ‘‘said alleged deed from 
the Cumberland, and Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company is wholly invalid," i 
and that because of the invalidity of 
said deed the said Cumberland and 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company remain- 
ed in possession of its charter and fran- 
chises, notwithstanding the execution of 
the said deed to the Consolidation Coal 
Company.”, 

The Consolidation Coal Company con- 
tend that their charter was passed in 
1860 ; that the company organised un- 
der its provisions has ever since paid 
heavy taxes, and that the charter has 
not been amended. There is no evi- 
dence in the printed journals of the 
House of Delegates of 1860 that said 
charter was passed, and there is on the 
other hand the most competent evidence 
of the chairman of the committee on 
corporations, Mr. Goldsborough, and of 
Mr. Bernard and other members of the 
House, and of the clerk of the House, 
Mr. Kidd, that it never did pass. Mr. 
Kidd charges that the endorsement on 
the back of the bill on file in the Court 
of Appeals, signed with his name, is a 
fraud anda forgery. It is conceded 
here that the charter was smuggled 
through the Legislature by fraud by cer- 
tain speculators in charters in 1860, and 
that the parties interested in the organ- 
ization of the company innocetitly pur- 
chased the charter and organized under 
it in the year 1864, of certain sharpers, 
who palmed it off at a high price as a 
genuine act of incorporation. The seal 
of the State and tho signature of tho late 
Gov. Hicks was also obtained on the 
engrosaed bill which is on file in Annap- 
olis. 

The Consolidation Coal Company, 
through its counsel the Hon. William 
Evarts, of New York, Wm. Pinkney 
White and John P Poe, of Baltimore, 
and the Hon. Josiah H. Gordon, of 
Cumberland, have lately * filed an ans- 


enral. The replication to the answer 
is now being prepared, and as soon as 
it is filed, the case will be ready for 
trial, and will attract considerable at- 
tention, not only in Maryland, but in 
New York and other cities which are in- 
terested in the decision.” Ifthe caso is 
decided against the Consolidated Coal 
Company, there will bo no end to the 
number of law suits brought against 
them for damages by the other coal com- 
panies, who have been forced to pay 9 
cents per ton per mile for the freight on 
their railroad, and our lawyers will be 
Kept busy from now until October court, 
in preparifg their cases.
